London, Sept. 17.— Stern battlea 
are being fought from Riga to tha 

Rumanian border, and while the 
Germans continue to advance slowly 
in the north and center, the Rus- 
sians in the south are repeating their 
Bucceaaea against the Auatro^Sermaa 
arm'es, now being driven back acrosp 
the river Strips in Galicia and retir- 
ing we«tward. north of tha Ghlifliatt 
frontier. 

While theae Russian victories ar* 

welcomed in Russia and the allied 
countries as an evidence that the 
Russian armies are still able to take 
the offensive when supplied with 
ammunition, there isno.indinatloB 
to ( xapgerate their importance. The 
engagements, however, keep the 
Austro- Germans husy and makalt 
imperative to send reioforoamaata 
southward, which could be used t«,T 
better advantage in the north, where 
von Hindenburg is directing opera* 
tions of much graatar BMasent. 

This general, who bagaa his ofTen- 
eive against the Vilna-Dvinsk railway 
a week ago, has not yet established 
himself on the line. His cavalry, 
which 4id not raaehit. haa baas 
drivan iiack. Nevertheless he has 
driven the Russians across the Dvina 
river, north of Dvinsk, placing that 
city in a rather dangaroua position. 
He alao haa advanaadaarth of Vilna. 

South of Vilna, toward Grodno, 
the Russians are offering stubborn 
res'stance and have the tierman*- 
firmly held. That is the situation., 
too, in the canter; Priaea Leopold 
has been delayed in hisadvaaea. VoB. 
Mackent-en has passed his foreca 
through the Fripet marshes and now 
holds Pinak. From this pdnt south-'- 
ward the Russians are advancing 
and have rt'ojopieda number of 
villages, but they are not likely to 
push their advance much farther, as 
it would make their aorthara flank 
vulnerable. 

Much' importance is attache i to 
the decision of Russia to call to the 
colors territorial reserves. Should 
the age limit be fixed at thirty-five 
years, this fresh call would mean the 
possible addition of eight million 
men to the Russian armies, includ- 
ing the men who passed through the- 
first line and the reserves and those 
who heretofore have been exempted 
as students, as only sons, or men 
who are not quite up to tha physical 
standsrd. 

With Rus.sia now supplied with 
munitions, her allies, who have been 
supplyiag bar. can turn their attaa* 
tion to thair own armies and, in con> 
sequence, there is no cessation in the 
artillery engagements which have 
raged in the west for sevarai weeks 
past. 

In the Dardanelles the British 

losses have totaled 87,630 up to Au- 
> u-^t 21. The British submarine E 7, 
operating in those waters, which tha 
Turka claim to have aank, is admit- 
ted by the British admiralty to have 
been missing since September 4. The 
E-7did much damaga to Tufkiah 
shippiac la tha asa of MtPMnii aad. 
after blaekfaig the railway Haa near 
Kara Hurnu, by hoiiiliarding it from 
the sea, shelU-d a tr(.>"P train and 
blew up three ammunition cars at- 
tached to it Lieutenant'Comntand- 
er Archibald D. Cochrane, in com- 
mand of the K 7, only a few d|ays 
ago, wa.-^ awarded the distinguil* 
aervice order for this exploit.

In otber instances a longer 
time win be required but It should

A rolt should weigh at one year of 
age about half what It Will ever weigh, 
and an ahuiidance of feed given dur- 
ing the second or third year cannot 
make up for what has been lost during 
the first year. The market demanda 
strong heavy horaea and sometimes 
the difterence In price that la paid for 
two horaea, one weighing 1,600 pounds 
and the other IJM, will amount to 
nearly a dollar • peimd. It ia there- 
fore moat laportaat to get atrong 
heavy horses and the foundation for 
this increased weight la laid in good 
breeding and liberal early feeding. 

A young rnir often begina to eat of 
the hay anil h'raln in Its mother's 
manger when it ia only tWo or threo 
months old.

Caustic Potath or Soda Will Do the 
Work Satiitactorlly — Small 
Amount Will Kill Horn. 

Many dairymen make a practice ot 
dehorning their calvea wiili cauHtU' 
potash or soda.

Poiaoned Bran Is Recommended 
Combating Peat — Paria Green 
or Araenic Arc Favored.

To combat the black crlokota which 
often are a pest, use poiaoned bran 
mash. This is made by mixing a 
pound of bran and one ooneo parts 
green together In a pan, aad addtag 
three ounces sirup ot mnlaaeaa and 
some orange peel mixed' In one aad 
one-half pbits ot water. A small 
amount of thla damp maah ahould be 
put in shallow pans or dlahaa and put 
behtad heavy furalture or ta other 
places frequented by crickets. 

Another good bait la made of un- 
cooked vegetables, like rarrota and 
petatooe, chopped up and poisoned 
With perls green or arsenic. Be very 
eareful ta using this poison.
